SEcTiON 2. Such dictionaries when obtained shall gy atstrivut.
be distributed to the school districts of this state in ac- e
cordance with the provisions of chapter sixteen and
chapter thirty-two of the general laws of 1867.

SEcrioN 8. Thereis hereby appropriated out of the tow to be paid
income of the school fund, a sum of money sufficient "
to pay for the dictionaries provided for in this act, and
the state superintendent shall certify to the secretary
of state the amount of such expenditure.

SecTioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication,
